Before I come to ſpeak of the preſent 
Accident, I ſhall give an Abridgment of 
the War he was embark'd in, with the 
Cauſes and Conſequences of it. 

The King came to the Crown a young, 
brave, and aſpiring Heroe, he had ſeen no 
Wars to give him any Experience, and his 
early Succefſes were ſurptizing ; in the Be- 

inning of his Reign; a moft powerful 
—— appear d againſt him, p. the Czar 
of Muſcovy, the King of Denmart, and the 
King of Poland ——== The Firſt invaded 
Livonia, and belieg'd Nzrve; the Second 
invaded Courfend, and attack d Riga; the 
Third was preparing to igyade Holſteing 
and to aſſi the two other by Sea. & 

The Engplifſh"and Dutch encourag'd: the 
youog King to begin wich the laſt, and the 
Invaſion of the Duke of Holſlein having 
diverted the Daniſh Army, where the Lu- 


nenburgb Troops appear'd to protect it; 


the King oſ Sweden, under the r 
of the Contederate Fleet, landed ig the 
Ile of Hallau, end prepar'd to attack 
Copenbagen. This brought the Dane to 
Terms, and ſo the War ended en that 
ſide. | 

From hence the” Swede advances for the 
Relief of Riga; by plain Force relieves the 
Town, and makes the Poles quit the Siege 
with Diſgrace, ' and abandon the Dunaman» 
ler- Scbans, which they had ſurpriz'd in the 
Beginning of the Action; glad to ſhun the 
Fury of the Swedes, ho were prepat d · for 
Action, and reſolv'd to fight them. 

Two of his Adverfaries being thus 
baulk'd, he prepares to attack the Third, 
and marching diceMy again ſſthe duſcouite 
be gain'd a Vidory, the — of 
any theſe latter Ages have known, ex- 
cepring one now to be related on bimſelf ; for 
with but 22000 Men, he attack'd the Muſco- 
 vizes 115000 ſtrong, in their latreuchments, 
beat them, kili'd 20000 Men on the Spot, 
made all the xeft lay down their Arma, or 
&y,. and- beat the Czar of Muſcouy clear out 
of tne Country. 

Theſe Wonders perform'd, he now begins 
to act offenſively, and to handle the moſt
